However Applicants' have not provided any evidence showing that a composition 
comprising a specific Toll-like 7 receptor agonist and a Toll-like 4 receptor agonist produces a potentiated effect and is 
considered unobvious since the compound R-848 is both a Toll-like 7 and a Toll-like 8 receptor agonist and it is unclear 
which receptor. Toll-like 7 or Toll-like 8 is responsbile for the potentiated response which Applicants argue that is 
unobvious. The proposed amendment is not being entered because it would reouire further consideration with respect to 
the pending 103 rejection.
